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Canadian Association Holds 47th Annual Meet 
Record Breaking Year Just Closed—P. H. Moore Elected President 


By M. S. PRESCOTT 


Friesian Association of Canada was held at the Royal 

York Hotel, Toronto, February 6, with an attendance 
of about one hundred fifty members and guests. Presi- 
dent Fred W. Lee occupied the chair. The reports of offi- 
cers showed that the year 1929 was a banner one in the 
history of the association, membership increasing about 
7% to 4,138, registrations numbering 24,000, a gain of 1,- 
400 over the previous year, while transfers totalled 22,085, 
a gain of 647. There was also a substantial gain in the 
amount of long-time testing for production, although 7-day 
testing declined very materially. The association is in 
splendid financial situation, owning its own substantial 
office property and carrying assets of well over $100,000, 
of which over $50,000 is in the form of cash bank deposits 
and stock and bond investments. Revenues for the past 
year totalled $86,241.62, with an operating surplus of $6,- 
674.93 for the year, after maintaining an extension service 
budget of over $31,000 and grants to fairs of over $14,000, 
these two items accounting for well over half of the entire 
expenditures of the association during the year. 

A splendid spirit of harmony seemed to prevail, al- 
though there was no lack of discussion by the members 
regarding matters put up to the meeting for decision. The 
morning session was devoted largely to the reading of the 
annual reports of the officers, which were also distributed 
in printed form. At the afternoon session, attention was 
given to the notices of motion involving changes in the 
by-laws as sent out in the call for the meeting and also 
such other matters as were referred to the meeting by the 
Board of Directors. The subject of greatest interest in 
this list related to proposed changes in the by-laws gov 
erning the Advanced Registration of cows. This is the 
Canadian system of inspection, similar to the Herd Clas- 
sification work of the American Association. Mr. C. T. 
Houck sponsored the addition of another classification, 
“Good Plus,” in order to make these classifications cor- 
respond more closely with the divisions adopted by the 
American association. After discussion, it was also voted 
to strike out the present production stipulation for Excel- 
lent and Gold Medal awards, making this retroactive on 
scorings already made and to refer the whole subject to a 
committee with authority to select another name in place 
of Good Plus that would be more expressive and to con- 
sider the matter of adopting a system of symbols to indi- 
cate production records along with the Excellent and Gold 
Medal type. The meeting cheerfully accepted the position 
of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America in regard 
to the proposed regulation to limit registration of Canadian 
animals imported into the United States to such as have 
been rated Good or higher in the Canadian Advanced Reg- 
istry class. 

Other matters appearing in the call for the meeting were 
acted upon as follows: A change in the by-laws to give 
member’s privileges to partnerships where two or more

members of one family maintain one herd with but one 
membership fee and with but a single vote to such a 
partnership. 

An amendment to the rule for naming provides that no 
two animals of the same sex shall have the same name, 
the change conforming with the recent by-law amendment 
adopted by the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 
The former rule was that no two animals should have the 
same name, the change being adopted in the interest of 
shorter office routine. 

Upon motion of Director S. G. Sims, the by-laws were 
amended to make it incumbent upon the owner of an 
animal sold for slaughter or dying in the possession of the 
registered owner, to immediately return the registra- 
tion certificate for cancellation, giving date of death or 
slaughter. 

A proposal to amend the by-laws, making it mandatory 
for breeders to furnish a breeding certificate with all preg- 
nant animals sold was laid on the table after some dis- 
cussion. 

An amendment was adopted, specifying that all fees for 
registration or transfer of animals must be paid by the 
vendor and certificates furnished to the purchaser, unless 
otherwise arranged for by written agreement. 

The membership of this association is given consider- 
able voice in determining matters of policy and procedure 
through reference, with recommendations, from the Board 
of Directors. Under this head, the meeting ratified the 
recommendation of the Board to print 500 copies of the 

terd Book and 500 copies of the Year Book in abridged 
form during the present year, and also adopted a recom- 
mendation from the Dominion Department of Agriculture 
ratifying a proposal of the Department to do away with 
the present certificate fee in Record of Performance test- 
ing and substituting a herd fee of five dollars for this 
service, except members of boys and girls heifer clubs. 

The appointment of a Fairs Committee of three mem- 
bers to work with the delegates to various fair boards was 
made to keep them in better touch with the desires and 
policies of the association. The meeting also ratified the 
recommendation of the Board that grants to fairs and 
dairy tests should be continued the same as last year. 
This provides that at the Royal Winter Fair the associa- 
tion will duplicate the offering of the Fair management 


dollar for dollar and that at other Class A fairs of the’ 


Dominion the Holstein-Friesian Association will pay one 
dollar for each two dollars put up by the fair organiza- 
tions. After considerable discussion in which the im- 
portance of the work of the National Dairy Council of 
Canada was clearly recognized, it was voted to increase 
the grant to $200 this coming year, the former amount 
having been $100. 

R. W. E. Burnaby, a former president of the association, 
was re-elected as a representative of this association to the 
Canadian National Exhibition Fair Board.

Election of officers resulted as follows: Secretary- 
Treasurer, W. A. Clemons, who has long served this asso- 
ciation in this capacity. Mr. Clemons was not present at 
this meeting, the first he has missed in many years, hav- 
ing been seriously ill since November. C. J. Parker was 
elected as auditor and eight directors for Ontario were 
elected by the Ontario members present as follows: D. 
A. McPhee of VanKleek Hill, D. N. Foster of Bloomfield, 
A. E. Plant of Brantford, George C. Jackson of Downsview, 
W. J. Elgie of Sault Ste. Marie, George C. Currie of In- 
gersoll, George V. Arbogast of Sebringville, and Fred W. 
Lee, retiring president of the organization. The other 
provinces which elect their directors by mail vote pre- 
vious,to the meeting, had previously elected the following 
directors, which we are re-printing here as a matter of 
information: Maritime Provinces—H. J. Kennedy, South- 
port, P. E. I.; Quebec—W. L. Carr, Huntingdon, and George 
Ed.

Very beautiful plaques, awarded by the 
association, were presented by Chris Houck, a former 
president, to Colony Farms, Essondale, British Columbia, 
and the Agassiz Experimental Farm, Agassiz, British 
Columbia, the first to qualify under this interesting sys- 
tem. The awards were received with fitting remarks by 
P. H. Moore, the incoming president of the association, on 
behalf of Colony Farms, and by Professor E. S. Archibald. 
who is in general charge of the experimental farms of the 
Dominion, in behalf of Agassiz. Another pleasing feature 
of the evening was the gesture of friendliness between 
the Holstein and Ayrshire associations of Canada. Both 
were holding their banquets in the same hotel at the same 
time and Chris Houck carried the greetings of the Hol- 
stein people to the Ayrshire banquet, returning with 
former president F. C. Biggs of the Ayrshire Association 
with similar felicitations for the Holstein breeders.

Our total registrations for the year 
numbered 24,000, showing a gain of 
1,400 over last year.

Our welcome to you today is doubly cheerful on account 
of the fact that we have found it possible and convenient 
to meet in the Royal York—the largest hotel in the British 
Empire. In this connection it is rather a striking coinci- 
dence that we find ourselves today guests of the C. P. R., 
which Company also owns the largest herd of Holstein 
cattle in the British Empire. We are proud of the marked 
advancement made by this transportation Company, of 
the splendid herd it has develoned in Western Canada, 
and heartily congratulate it on the show-ring, milk and 
butter records accomplished at Strathmore. 


The year just passed into history will long be remem- 
bered as one filled with emotion and the preternatural. 
The disturbances in the stock market, which occurred last 
spring and again in the early fall, apparently inevitable, 
brought unexpected hardships to many of our people, and 
in a general way affected all parts of the country. The 
extreme dry weather in various sections curtailed crop 
production and field operations necessary for seeding this 
year. We also experienced a trend in the market for a 
gradual fixation in prices not commensurate with the cost 
of producing some of the commodities involved. However, 
notwithstanding all these grave and most serious, draw- 
backs, we are glad to be able to assure you that our agri- 
cultural industry is on a basis absolutely safe and sound 
and will ever remain so, so long as the dairy industry of 
Canada receives the support and cooperation it is entitled 
to from both Governments and people. The Holstein cow,

producing probably sixty per cent of 
the milk that goes into the manufac- 
ture of dairy products and the chan- 
nels of fluid consumption has proven 
beyond any measure of doubt her 
ability to make the life of the farmer 
happy and prosperous, even under 
such adverse conditions as prevailed 
in 1929, and, therefore, we who admire 
her potential strength and its relation 
to successful dairy farming, can with 
definite assurance expect that the 
future holds in store for us at last, 
greater possibilities and opportunities 
than the past has unfolded. 

Our work during the year was 
carried on with a view to breaking 
new ground in expanding and develop- 
ing a wider and more profitable 
market, both at home and abroad, for 
Holstein cattle, and this activity led 
to organized effort in forming many 
new Breeders’ Clubs, the appointment 
of County Sales Agents in well es- 
tablished and large breeding areas, 
the promotion of Calf and Heifer Clubs, the opening of 
trade in several foreign countries. Today we occupy a 
most favorable ‘position in relation to all the factors men- 
tioned, the wheels of our automobiles, the footsteps of our 
represenatives covering every province from the Altlantic 
to the Pacific. 

In the far West, with its great expanse of territory 
thousands of miles in extent, the Holstein cow continues 
to make creditable headway—a direct contribution to the 
welfare and comfort of those who reside there. Probably 
no other agency connected with agriculture has been so 
well received by Prairie farmers in late years as has the 
Holstein cow, and it now looks as if our expectation of 
yesterday shall be the realization of tomorrow. To such 
an extent is the change to mixed farming from exclusive 
grain growing taking place that it may be of interest to 
observe that the largest firm in Canada manufacturing 
dairy products operates solely in the West. 

Coming farther East, we find Ontario and Quebec forg- 
ing ahead in a most satisfactory manner, with more and 
well deserved attention being paid to the fundamental 
‘principles that govern breeding; the result, pronounced 
improvement in the type and quality of animals main- 
taining the herds of our more constructive breeders. 

Regarding the Maritimes, we expect to be in a position 
soon, with the appointment of another fieldman, to speed 
up our work in that part of the country and give it the 
support and cooperation it merits, all of which makes it 
quite apparent that the numerous and far-reaching 
interests of our extension work is being taken care of as 
fast as time and means will permit. ” 

I am delighted to be in a position to tell you that our 
relationship with the American Association remains most 
cordial and friendly. Several conferences of mutual 
benefit took place between executive officers of the two 
Associations during the year and, without exception, each 
led to a better understanding and a deeper sincere desire 
on the part of all to work harmoniously together. You 
will be interested in learning of an intimation received 
from the American Association in effect, that following its 
next annual meeting, at which a resolution covering the 
matter will be ‘presented and adopted, only imported cattle 
classifying “Good” or better under our rules of Advanced 
Registry will be admitted to registration in the American 
Herd Book. This simply means that under the new regu- 
lations to be imposed, the work of our Advanced Registry 
is likely to be greatly increased. We would, therefore, 
suggest that our breeders, anxious to take advantage of 
accruing markets in the United States, will deem it ad- 
visable and incumbent, as a part of good business, to get 
their herds inspected at the earliest possible date in order 
that there shall be no delay in closing transactions or 
clashing of interests.

ably the largest ever held in the history of that or- 

ganization. Not only was the auditorium in Agri- 
cultural Hall at the University filled to overflowing for a 
large part of the session but the banquet held in the even- 
ing at the Park Hotel was attended by a large number of 
guests. The meeting was held on Tuesday, Feb. 4th, at 
Madison. 


With Field Secretary Milton H. Button completing his 
first year in this position the year in Wisconsin has been 
largely one of developing acquaintanceship and contacts 
with breeders on the part of the field secretary. Member- 
ship in the Wisconsin Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation is nominal as this association has assumed that 
all Holstein breeders paying transfers into the National 
Association are automatically members of the state or- 
ganization. A $1.00 membership is charged in addition 
and collected through the county organization. This mem- 
bership, however, has not been fully established and as 
a result a comparatively small amount of money is re- 
ceived into the state treasury from this source. 

Whe Wisconsin association is the oldest state organi- 
zation in the country, having been in existence for thirty- 
eight years. 

Meetings began at 9 a. m., with President Charles Van 
der Schaaf presiding. Mr. Button’s report covering ac- 
tivities of the association for the past year was presented 
and accepted. His report covered discussion of member- 
ship, meetings held, local and county clubs and general 
extension work carried on by the organization. An in- 
teresting feature of the report of Mr. Button was his 
statement that over 70,000 head of Holsteins were on 
test for production in Wisconsin. This figure seems large 
but in fact is but 5.2% of the over one million Holsteins 
in the state. The state has 1,200 calf club members, of 
which 185 exhibited at the state fair. 


Mr. Button gave considerable credit to the winnings 
of the Wisconsin State Herd, members of which were 
drawn largely from the state institutions herds with Jeffer- 
son and Waukesha Counties contributing outstanding mem- 
bers. The Wisconsin State Herd won the competition at 
Waterloo and the National Dairy Show and stood second 
at Portland, Oregon. The winning at St. Louis was the 
seventh in ten years of competition and at Waterloo the

fourth first with five seconds. Upon one occasion no com- 
petition was made by the Wisconsin herd. More detailed 
information regarding Mr. Button’s report will appear in 
an early issue of the World. 

The report of President Van der Schaaf emphasized 
some of the work done by the state in showing and praised 
the work of Secretary Button. Mr. Van der Schaaf also ad- 
vocated a series of type and production bull sales along 
lines proposed by a committee headed by J. P. Riordan 
and which was discussed at some length by Mr. Riordan 
later in the day. A minor suggestion but of more than 
passing interest was Mr. Van der Schaaft’s proposal that 
pictures of true type Holsteins be placed in every rural 
school in Wisconsin. He also urged breeders individually 
as well as the association to advertise more the accom- 
plishments of Wisconsin Holsteins and the Holstein breed 
generally. 


The principal talk on the program of especial interest 
to Holstein breeders was that of Earl J. Cooper, director 
of extension for the National Association. Mr. Cooper, 
after citing figures to show the place of Wisconsin in the 
Holstein industry and telling briefly of the growth of the 
National Association, gave a very interesting talk upon 
the fundamentals of extension work. He explained what 
extension effort is as understood by the extension office 
of the National Association and told Wisconsin breeders 
what was being done with extension funds in behalf of 
the breed. He analyzed the program of publicity and ad- 
vertising, legislative activities, the work of field repre- 
sentatives and the many personal contacts that the ex- 
tension force has with breeders throughout the country. 


The morning program was closed by an address by 
Prof. C. H. Eckles of the University of Minnesota upon 
“How Research Helps to Stabilize the Dairy Industry.” 


The afternoon program proved equally interesting, 
opening with a discussion by Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture H. M. Knipfel, on type and production standards. 
This was followed by a discussion led by A. C. Ooster- 
huis of Oconomowoc, on the future of the 7-day test. Mr. 
Oostérhuis traced the history of the 7-day test, using 
charts showing the rise and fall of popularity of this form 
of testing. He very properly credited this test with the 
foundation of the present day popularity of the Holstein

T HE Ohio Holstein-Friesian Association is the most for- 


ceived at the annual meeting with applause. This meet- 
ing was held in connection with Farm Week at Columbus, 
Ohio, on Thursday, Feb. 6th, in the Animal Husbandry 
Building. 

Owing to the enforced absence of President Clair I. 
Miller on account of illness, Paul McNish, vice president, 
presided. The first business of the meeting was to send a 
telegram of greeting to President Miller from the meeting. 
Mr. Miller is at present in Florida recovering from an ill- 
ness which dates back to Christmas. 

The Ohio Association operating under a delegate sys- 
tem first examined the credentials of delegates and found 
25 present representing 25 communities of the state. The 
meeting was fairly well attended with over 50 breeders 
present. 

The treasurer’s report -which contained so much of 
satisfaction to the breeders of Ohio, started out with a 
balance on hand January ist, 1929, of $5,453.69. Member- 
ship dues received during the year totalled $5,253.50, the 
transfer fee apportionment from the National Association 
added $2,940 and interest received $138.88. The total sales 
which are a feature of Ohio Association’s activities, 
amounted to $32,488.72. $27,901.30 of this was paid back 
to breeders, leaving a net earning on sales of $4,587.42. 
The disbursements included $661 for publicity, approxi- 
mately $200 for premiums, a rebate of $644.02 to county 
clubs, the remainder being spent for office and travel ex- 
penses and salaries. The total disbursements were $38,- 
270.61 which from total receipts of $46,274.79 left a cash 
balance on hand of $8,004.18. The association has a sur- 
plus of over $10,000 including the cash balance. 

The fifth annual report of field representative I. D. 
Hadley, who has now spent that number of years in Ohio, 
was of great interest. It will be given further attention 
in an early issue of the World. Features of this report 
included a statement regarding the membership and meet- 
ings of the association, his work with local clubs and calf 
clubs and other activities. The report showed that 14

Michigan Annual Meeting Draws 200 Breeders

annual meeting at Michigan State College, East Lans- 

ing, Mich., Monday afternoon, Feb. 3. It was one of 
the best attended meetings in the history of the associa- 
tion, with about 200 present, and a fine spirit of interest 
and optimism was manifested. President J. E. McWilliams 
presided. The very complete report of Secretary J. G. 
Hays covered the activities of the past year in detail. 
Mr. Hays is working under a joint arrangement with the 
Dairy .Department of Michigan State College and this 
past year has been on a different basis than previously. 
By the new arrangement, the Secretary divides his time 
as nearly as possible half to the work of the association 
and half to the college, each paying one-half of the salary 
and each paying its own part of the traveling expenses. 
While under the new arrangement, the secretary devotes 
somewhat less of his time directly to Holstein affairs, the 
cost to the association is considerably less. The associa- 
tion is financed largely through the return of transfer 
fees from the National Association, no concerted effort 
being made to secure a paid membership. Transfers in 
Michigan showed a falling off last year, but Mr. Hays 
presented evidence to show that the considerable part of 
this falling off was due to the culling of herds through 
which more animals were sold for other than dairy pur- 
poses and were, accordingly, not transferred. The summer 
meeting at Detroit Creamery Farms, was a record-breaker 
with 1,078 in attendance. Calf club work in the state is pro- 


T= Michigan Holstein-Friesian Association held its 


gressing nicely, with 908 members owning Holstein calves, 
about 41% of all dairy calf club members of the state. Con- 
siderable service was rendered by the secretary during the 
year in direct and indirect assistance in the selling 
of cattle for members and the placing of better sires 
in the state. A bull train was operated in Northeastern 
Michigan from which thirty-seven pure bred Holstein bulls 
were sold for an average price of $143, while on the 
same train the Guernseys sold twenty-eight at an average 
price of $132 and Jerseys, fourteen at an average of $128. 
Other sales assistance was furnished by the association 
during the year. General advertising was carried on in 
Hoard’s Dairyman, the Holstein-Friesian World and other 
publications. The secretary also provided considerable 
assistance during the year in straightening out disputes 
regarding delivery of registration and transfer papers, 
ete. The report called attention to the splendid work of 
Michigan breeders in the Herd Test and the cow testing 
association work of the state. In the Herd Test, Michi- 
gan will have over 40% of the herds completing tests in 
this section during the first year and at the present time 
this state now has well over twice as many cows on test 
in this division as any other state. In cow testing asso- 
ciation work, the Holsteins have about 15,000 of the 25,000 
cows on test in this state and first place again went to a 
Holstein herd for herd average, this being the herd of 
Doan Straub, of Galien, with an average fat production of

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Future Market Prospects 


NE of our subscribers, who, during the past five 
O years, has been building up a very select and high 

class herd of Holsteins, asks our opinion as to the 
future trend of the market for better class of Holsteins, 
explaining his situation with the following comment: 


“We are faced at the farm with operating a barn 
of about 32 head capacity with about 18 milking 
cows at present. Our same force of men could milk 
32 cows as economically as they can milk 18 and our 
overhead would be correspondingly reduced. How- 
ever, through the columns of the World and other 
dairy papers, I see an increasing worry over the 
over-production of dairy products. Last Saturday, 
in one of our local papers, the Department of Agri- 
culture was reported as stating that dairymen who 
have to buy dairy cows probably will be able to buy 
replacements at less cost in two or three years than 
they can now. This is rather disturbing to me as it 
was evident when we started buying our foundation 
animals in 1925 and 1926 that cattle of outstanding 
type had slumped in price about as much as cattle 
of ordinary merit. Would you advise us to post- 
pone the expansion of our breeding herd to the 
capacity we desire in expectation of buying them 
at more favorable prices a little later on?” 


I have read with much interest your letter of February 
4, and am very glad to give you. my views on the im- 
portant points you raise. As to the possible trend of 
the Holstein market during the next few years, I realize, 
of course, that it is dangerous to make predictions, but I 
can see no reason to expect any material recession in 
prices for the better class of Holstein cattle. It is true 
that when the boom exploded back in 1920 and ’21, prices 
for the good ones went down very materially along with 
the common stock, as was the case in the stock market 
crash last fall, but we have no situation today at all com- 
parable to that. 

To illustrate what I mean here, it is only necessary 
to refer to the figures on the National sale held at the 
time of the annual meeting at St. Paul in 1920. At that 
time, 237 head were sold for an average price of $3,075. 
The top price was $50,000 for a six-months-old calf, nine 
animals in the sale brought $10,000 or over, twenty-nine 
brought $5,000 or over and 219 crossed the $1,000 mark, 
with only two animals in the entire sale to sell under the 
$500 mark. From this you can see that values were very 
much inflated above the levels that have prevailed in 
recent years. Naturally, when the crash came, accom- 
panied by the general serious deflation of agriculture, the 
pendulum swung too far in the other direction and the 
recovery was a long, slow process. But it has been a 
sound process, because buyers have become so much more 
discriminating in their demand for quality in return for 
the better prices paid. 
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I am looking for some recession in the prices for com- 
mercial dairy cattle as long as the present condition of 
over-production in the dairy industry persists. However, 
I have a very definite feeling that this is only a temporary 
condition. My reason for this belief is based upon two 
grounds; first, the natural increase in our population 
(averaging 1,600,000 people annually for the past ten 
years), and, second, the efforts that are being put forth 
by many agencies in the interest of increased per capita 
consumption. The National Dairy Council, through its 


various branches alone, is working on a budget of nearly. 


$800,000 this year to promote the greater use of dairy prod- 
ucts. The Council is authority for the statement that the 
average family is now spending twenty-two cents out of 
each food dollar for dairy products and they state that 
scientists and nutrition experts are agreed that we should 
be spending thirty-five cents out of each food dollar for 
milk and.dairy products for best and most economical 
results. As a matter of fact, in my own family we are 
spending nearly fifty per cent for milk, butter, cheese and 
ice cream to our advantage, we are convinced. This 
recommended increase of thirteen cents out of each dollar 
for dairy products means a potential increased per capita 
demand amounting to sixty per cent of the present con- 
sumption. It seems to me very logical to believe that we 
are going to make some progress towards this goal with 
all of these agencies concentrating their educational work 
along that line, especially taken along with the present 
lower prices prevailing for butter and other dairy prod- 
ucts. Personally, I shall be very much surprised and dis- 
appointed if the present burdensome surplus in the dairy 
market does not melt away rather quickly, especially when 
we consider the efforts that. are being put forth by. our 
dairy leaders all over the country to impress upon dairy- 
men the importance of closer culling of their dairy herds 
and the practice of more selection in raising heifer calves 
only from their better producing cows. 

This latter movement from its very nature may result 
in lower prices for the less desirable animals, both from a 
breeding and producing standpoint, but it should serve to 
focus attention more strongly than ever upon the better 
animals with correspondingly less proportionate deprecia- 
tion in the prices they will continue to command. In fact, 
I do not look for any great disturbance in the market 
price of quality breeding animals. 

The figures on dairy cattle population, recently made 
public from the Bureau of Agricultural Economics at 
Washington, indicate a very large increase in the number 
of dairy cows and heifers two years old and over on our 
farms during the past year. According to these statistics, 
there was an increase of 216,000 head in 1927, 91,000 head 
in 1928 and 580,000 head in 1929. Similarly the figures on 
heifers one and two years of age, not yet in milk in dairy 
herds is of interest. During 1927 there was an increase 
of 126,000 heifers, during 1928 229,000 and during the past 
year, 256,000. These figures on heifers hardly explain 
the great increase in dairy cows as of January 1, 1930 
(580,000 more than on January 1, 1929) and they are put 
out merely as the best available estimate. I have seen 
the explanation offered that when dairy products are high, 
farmers in the west, who are primarily interested in beet 
production, milk many of their cows that they would not 
ordinarily bother with, so that it is possible the prevail- 
ing lower prices for butterfat will result in quite a num- 
ber of such cows as this reverting to their former and 
more appropriate function as beef cows rather than pro 
ducers of dairy products. Even with these increases, we 
have less dairy cows than we had in 1920, although we 
have gained 16,000,000 population since that time. 


It has been well said that any problem that is recog- 
nized and understood, is already half solved. Certainly, 
there is no lack of understanding of the present dairy 
situation in this country nor any lack of effort along the 
line of bringing it directly to the men who are engaged in 
the dairy industry. 

While the present situation is adjusting itself, we may 
have a temporary falling off in prices of dairy cattle, but 
I shall be greatly surprised if it is long maintained or of 
serious proportions, and I am very confident that there 
will be no disturbance in the market prices of better 
class of animals sufficient to warrant you in waiting or 
holding back the program of expanding your herd that 
you now have in mind. 
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The Canadian Meeting 

UR sister association, the Holstein-Friesian Associa- 
O tion of Canada, held its annual meeting in Toronto 
last week, as reported in detail elsewhere in this 
issue. We have been attending these annual meetings for 
quite a few years and we have been very much pleased to 
note the continued growth of this organization, not only 
in size but in prosperity and aggressive work for the pro- 
motion of the breed. In behalf of the breeders of the 
United States, we want to extend felicitations upon their 

record-breaking year for 1929. 

One thing that impressed us regarding this meeting was 
the evident attitude of the membership toward extension 
work. In earlier years, aside from grants to fairs which 
have always been the biggest part of the program of the 
Canadian association, any large amount for extension work 
invariably called forth some unfavorable comment. The 
expenditure of over $30,000 for this type of work last year 
met with nothing but commendation at the meeting. It is 
of interest to note here that for extension work and prizes 
at fairs, the Canadian association is spending over $45,000 
or better than $10 per member. For this same sort of 
promotional work. the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America spends about $4 a member. This situation is not 
quite comparable, however, because the Canadian associa- 
tion membership list, with its annual dues, is made up en- 
tirely of active breeders, while with the life membership 
plan of the Holstein-Friesian Association of America there 
are members on the list who have long since ceased their 
activities with the breed. However, from still another 
angle, the aggressiveness of the Canadian extension pro- 
gram is apparent when it is seen that with 24,000 animals 
registered last year, they are spending for extension and 
prizes at fairs nearly two dollars for each animal regis- 
tered, while the Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
with about 123,000 animals registered last year, spent ap- 
proximately one dollar per animal for these purposes. 

We were greatly’ pleased at the evidences of continued 
and growing good feeling and closer relationship between 
the two great Holstein breed associations of North 
America, and we trust that no cloud may arise in the 
future to mar the continuance of these mutual feelings of 
respect and good will.

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PUBLIC SALES AND ABORTION TEST 
Editor. Holstein-Friesian World: 

In the vernacular of the street, the business of agri- 
culture, that of the dairyman and breeder in particular, 
seem to be presented with just “one D thing after 
another.” At present the one all-absorbing topic seems 
to be the test for abortion and its influence upon the 
industry. 





My opinions have been asked as to certain practices 
as pertain to the public sale. Why differentiate? Why 
should the public sale be subjected to any different code 
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of ethics than the private sale. I briefly touched upon this 
matter in remarks I made at the last annual meeting of 
the New York State Holstein-Friesian Association. I be- 
lieve these facts are of sufficient importance that they 
may well be placed before the larger audience which the 
World greets. 

First of all, let us consider the importance of the 
public sale. I just returned from a few days’ absence and, 
in my travels, met a man who said that he was attracted 
to the industry by the prices obtained at. public auction. 
Think back through the years and recall the various prices 
that have been obtained for various animals. Who would 
have asked at private sale, who would have paid it and 
who would have believed it, if they had. Space will not 
permit a recital of these many instances. The values es- 
tablished at public auction have been of inestimable value 
to owners in pricing their cattle at private treaty. The 
results of those sales had real news value and the pub- 
licity incident thereto furnished an impetus to the in- 
dustry that has far too often been minimized. 

Any action, dealing or business, which involves the re- 
lation of one human with another, will always have that 
human equation with which to contend. With the ever 
present frailties of mere humans, all business has to con- 
tend with those who, possessed with baser motives, would 
seek to take unfair advantage of the unsophisticated, the 
weaker, the less informed, the unsuspecting. I have yet 
to learn of any business which does not have these fea- 
tures with which to contend. We would therefore only 
be kidding ourselves if we denied those conditions which 
are common to all industry and business. 


For almost twenty-three years I have been acting as a 
mediator between the buyer and the seller in this great 
industry. These years have not yet disclosed to me that 
either party to the transaction had a premium on honesty 
or was more liable than the other to want to indulge in 
sharp practices. No man is always a buyer nor always 
a seller and, if he is going to indulge in crooked or unfair 
practices, he is just as apt to be found at one end of the 
transaction as the other. 

In this connection I want here to register my thorough 
disapproval of those who condemn the public sale because 
of the practices of some who have made use of it. I do 
not know of any unfair dealing that has been consummated 
or is possible at public sale that has not been consummated 
and is equally possible at private sale. I uphold no man 
who is crooked but, if you are going to condemn an in- 
stitution because of the actions of someone who has en- 
gaged in it, you will have to condemn all business activity. 
Again, let me admonish our breeders not to minimize 
the good that has been done our industry through the 
medium of the Public Sale. 


This preface to what I have to say in regard to the 
matter of abortion is rather lengthy but I feel that it pre-

of Michigan both as a buying and selling state in the re- 
cent analysis of auction sales during 1929, as: presented 
in the Holstein-Friesian World. The recommendations of 
the secretary included in his report were the development 
of more markets for Michigan cattle, the remodeling of 
the county sale manager system and encouragement of 
county consignment sales, the stressing of bull clubs, 
more and more publicity, continued growth of the Herd 
Test support and an effort to gain the lead in herd classi- 
fication work. 

The principal speaker of the afternoon session was 
H. W. Norton, Jr., Supt. of Advanced Registry. Mr. Norton 
reported on the work of his office, pointing out with figures 
the constant decline in 7-day testing indicating the pos- 
sible desirability of discontinuing this division. He also 
urged that the testing classifications be simplified by a 
system of placing all records on a mature equivalent basis. 
He reported 3,033 on test in semi-official work, a gain 
of about 20% in comparison with a year ago. He reported 
that Michigan stands second in the herd classification 
work, now having fifteen classified herds, Illinois ranking 
first with eighteen. The total to date is 78 such herds 
in the United States, containing 2,086 head of cattle and 
located in nineteen states. He urged breeders to adopt the 
five-year program to find the better producers in their 
herds through the Herd Test and their further develop- 
ment through individual. semi-official work. He also urged 
the use of selective registration for more intelligent cull- 
ing and discarding of the fair and poor animals, and the 
recognition of desirable proven sires. 

The association adopted a definite policy in regard to 
nomination of delegates to the National convention, voting 
to place in nomination for the delegate election the of- 
ficers and directors of the state association and the presi- 
dent and secretary of each county club. It was felt that 
in this way the most representative list of active Hol- 
stein boosters in the state would be secured. This, of 
course, does not foreclose individual breeders in their 
right to make such other nominations as they may wish. 

Resolutions adopted expressed the thanks of the in- 
dustry to Detroit Creamery Farms for the entertainment 
provided at their summer picnic last summer, also thanks 
to the breeders providing space for the association in the

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PUBLIC SALES AND ABORTION TEST

sents facts which we should keep fresh in mind. Thus 
the selling of either positive or negative cattle is not a 
public sale problem but is a matter of business ethics 
which pertains to all selling. 

First of all, what has this test for abortion disclosed 
to us. When we speak of abortion we touch upon a sub- 
ject with which many men have had sorrowful experience. 
When we speak of the test we have something else to 
consider. In the light of what has been brought out in 
recent research and the discussion of that research, the 
uninformed can be damaged perhaps more quickly by buy- 
ing a negative cow than by buying a positive one. There 
are different causes for abortion, the one causing the real 
damage being a certain bacillus found in the blood stream. 
Research informs us that many animals possess this bac- 
illus and yet have a hundred per cent perfect breeding 
record. Nature has simply built up within her an im- 
munity to the action of that bacillus. A cow, negative to 
the test, may be placed with this positive cow and, not 
having built up that immunity, pick up that germ and 
abort as a result. 


The man, who knows something of abortion, but. who 

does not know the true picture of the test as has been 
brought out by those who have given the matter in- 
tensive study, would very likely be influenced to buy neg- 
ative cows to put into his herd, in which were positive 
animals, whereas he would be far safer to buy a positive 
cow with a good breeding record. 


At various sales, men have come to me to know the 
conditions as to this test, has it been applied, will the 
animals be sold subject to the test, etc. Any man, who 
has adopted this test in his’ own herd, is sufficiently in- 
formed and interested that he is not entering into the 
transaction blindly but is going to know just where he 
stands in this regard. If a man makes inquiry of me, 
I will make earnest effort to get the facts in the matter 
and want to give him those facts just as they are and 
for what they are worth to him. 


It is possible that there have been those who have 
sold their positive animals to parties who did not know 
of this fact. Of this I am certain, they did not sell those 
animals to men who were trying to build up negative 
herds. Theoretically, and at first thought, we might criti- 
cize a man who sells an animal with, to him, a very un- 
desirable characteristic without making such known to the 
purchaser. In view of what has been told us by the vet- 
erinary profession, would not a seller be doing more in- 
justice in selling to a herd, in which are positive cows, 
a negative cow rather than to sell a positive cow with 
a good record. 


With the present understanding, or perhaps lack of 


understanding, on the part of the general public, does the 


obligation rest alone with the man disposing of positive 
animals. 

Is it not equally important that the man, who has 
not yet tested his herd and who very likely has positive 
cows in it, be advised of just what differences there are 
in the chances he takes when he purchases a tested ani- 
mal, be that animal either positive or negative. 

When a misrepresentation of the facts as regards the 
result of the test is made, that is quite another matter. 
No man can condone a willful misrepresentation. All 
parties to any transaction have a moral obligation to 
meet. Quite naturally, I desire to see the business ethics 
as applied to public sales maintained on a high plane so 
that the public sale may continue to render the great 
service that it has given to the industry in the past. 

Our first obligation in the matter of the abortion test 
is to educate the public as to all that it means. It has al- 
ready been alleged that the public has been misinformed 
as to the relation of milk from positive cows to undulant 
fever in humans, this with a gigantic loss to the dairy in- 
dustry. Let us sift this subject to the very bottom. 
After the chaff has blown away, let us weigh the grain of 
the matter, sift the good from the bad and plan our ac- 
tions for the best interests of the industry and mankind 
in general.

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NEW TASK LOOMING 

The following interesting discussion appeared in the 
January News Letter of the Michigan Department of 
Agriculture. 

It is becoming increasingly apparent that something 
will have to be done with regard to the abortion disease in 
cattle. There is no tendency to start a campaign or pro- 
ject designed to furnish employment for individuals or 
to build up a new or subsidiary organization at the expense 
of the tax payer. The pressure is coming from the other 
end of the line. 


It is now practically impossible to engage in conversa- 
tion with owners of dairy or breeding cattle without 
having the question of the abortion disease introduced 
and requests for help presented. Some are of the opinion 
that stringent laws and regulations are in order; others 
believe that vigorous efforts to control the disease should 
be inaugurated forthwith; but the majority just do not 
know and many are prone to condemn educational and 
regulatory authorities for failure to relieve the situation. 

‘Undoubtedly much work of an educational nature is 
necessary. The methods now advocated for the control 
of this disease leave something to be desired, but as a 
matter of fact so do all other disease control measures. 
Research and experimentation have shown that satis- 
factory results can be accomplished if certain prescribed 
procedures are religiously followed, but much hard work 
is entailed. It is natural to desire a simple, easily ad- 
ministered remedy but it is not probable that such an 
agent will ever be developed, notwithstanding the claims 
of some nostrum makers and peddlers who contend that 
they can furnish sure cures for the disease even though 
they employ only brown sugar and bran. 

The methods employed to control the abortion disease 
will have to differ from those used in the tuberculosis 
eradication campaign because of the nature of the disease, 
means of transmission, extent of infection and many other 
factors. It will be the individual herd owner’s problem 
at the outset at least. Rules, regulations and laws will 
be necessary adjuncts, but we believe that these should 
come slowly and follow mature consideration. Drastic, 
unenforceable restrictions. might do irreparable damage. 
The herd owner who attempts to clean up should be 
protected, of course, but there is much of the abortion 
disease in the state and unwise regulatory measures might 
seriously interfere with the cattle industry. 


HERD REGISTER SUGGESTIONS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 


Why does not someone put out a herd book sheet that 
will furnish space for all the usual data that will accumu- 
late during the life of a pure bred cow? Could you 
possibly offer me a sheet spaced for the following informa- 
tion, without my having to pay rates as per a special 
printed job? It would seem to me that you would have 
other calls for such a sheet, or could make it up from 
opposite sides of two stock sheets. 


1. Name and number of cow, with date of birth. 
2. Names of sire and dam. 


3. Breeding and calving record (including name of calf) 
of sufficient length to last the cow’s life-time. 


4, Space for eight (or preferably ten) records of twelve 
months each, with space to compare lactation records 
of cow and dam. 


I have purposely omitted the usual diagram of mark- 
ings, since these are tedious to fill in and useless with 
the certificates at hand for identification. (We contem- 
plate placing our certificates in a binder.) 

It would seem to me that with the new herd test gain- 
ing in popularity, such a sheet should be of value to many 
breeders. 

I enjoy the Round Table, and believe it is going to 
prove a very valuable addition to your magazine and the 
Holstein-Friesian breed in general.

IDAHO HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN BREEDERS ASSOCIA- 
TION ANNUAL MEETING 


The Idaho Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Association held 
a two-day annual meeting at Pocatello on January 9 and 
10. This is the first time the Idaho association has held 
a two-day annual meeting. The growth of the breed in 
Idaho and the increased business of the association has 
made this change necessary. The meeting was opened 
by R. T. Davis, of Weiser. In his annual address, Mr. 
Davis reviewed the progress of the hreed in the state 
during 1929 and especially emphasized the success ob- 
tained through the association’s activities in the spring 
Black and White Shows. He stated that fourteen spring 
shows had been held in Idaho, nine of which were strictly 
Black and White shows. A total of 751 Holsteins were 
shown by 331 exhibitors. Of this number, 151 were 4-H 
calf club entries. Mr. Davis, who attended practically all 
of the spring shows, stated that a marked increase in 
transfers in the communities was apparent immediately 
following these shows. He especially commended Mr. D. 
L. Fourt, Idaho Extension Specialist, for his work in suc- 
cessfully holding breeding, judging and testing demonstra- 
tions in connection with these shows. 

H. A. Mathiesen, Northwestern Representative of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of America, gave a summary 
of the Association’s extension activities in the Pacific 
Northwest. He reported that 264 days had been devoted 
to work in the field. Twenty fairs had been attended, in 
addition to Black and White shows and tours, and that 
at these shows 1,673 Holsteins had been exhibited in 1929, 
an increase of 8.8% over the number shown in 1928. More 
than 200 Holsteins were shown than the total of either 
of the other breeds. Active county association organiza- 
tions were either kept active or organized in 1929. 

Mr. Mathiesen stated the States of Oregon, Washing- 
ton, Utah and Idaho, were gaining new Holstein breeders 
at a rate of one each day, Idaho having made the greatest 
total increase in the territory and Utah the greatest per- 
centage gain. A summary of the 300 herds in Idaho for 
1929 was given showing that of the 148 herds over 300 
lbs. butterfat, 64 were entirely Holstein and that 30 mixed 
herds with Holstein predominating, revealing a total of 
94. herds either entirely or largely of the Holstein breed. 
Thirty-one herds exceeded 400 Ibs. fat, of which 20 were 
Holsteins. The only herd exceeding 500 Ibs. fat per year 
was the Holstein herd of George Haltom, of Nampa. 

Mr. D. L. Fourt, Idaho Dairy Extension Specialist, spoke 
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on the importance of the breed to dairying in Idaho. Mr. 
Fourt stated that Idaho has proven 85 sires, the largest 
number of any of the western states. He especially 
stressed the importance of the Herd Classification and the 
Holstein Herd Improvement T'est and urged the breeders 
to take advantage of the opportunities offered them by 
the National Association to improve the value of their 
herds. 

A more than enjoyable banquet was held at the Hotel 
Bannock in the evening with Col. Earl Walters, of Filer, 
presiding. Dean Dyer, Executive Dean of the Southern 
Branch of the University of Idaho, spoke on “The Value 
of Technical Training to the Pure Bred Breeder.” G. FP. 
(Doc) Wohlgomuth, secretary of the association, spoke on 
“The Cost of Producing 100 Pounds of Milk in 1930.” He 
presented some real ideas for our breeders to consider in 
increasing their profits. ; 

On Friday, Prof. George B. Caine, head of the Depart- 
ment of Dairy Husbandry, Logan, Utah, talked on Hol- 
steins in Holland. Prof. Caine spent several months in 
Europe in 1928. His talk was very interesting, especially 
his detailed account of the methods of feeding and of 
pasture management. 

Prof. F. W. Atkeson, head of the Department of Dairy 
Husbandry, Moscow, Idaho, spoke on the importance of 
keeping complete herd records in the pure bred herd. 
Prof. Atkeson, who is a member of the Association Classi- 
fication Committee, stressed the value of the herd classifi- 
cation and the Association Herd Improvement Test to 
the pure bred breeder in culling his herd. 

The afternoon meeting was opened by Dr. A. J. Dick- 
man, Director of the Bureau of Animal Industry, Idaho 
Department of Agriculture, with a discussion on infectious 
abortion. Dr. Dickman explained the methods of pro- 
cedure in taking blood samples and in the laboratory tech- 
nique in reading the samples. 

Chester Eggers, Meridian, Idaho, delegate to the Phila- 
delphia convention, made a report of his trip and stressed 
the importance of the Herd Test. George Haltom, Nampa, 
who had his herd classified last summer, expressed his 
satisfaction with the classification and urged that more 
breeders consider and avail themselves of the opportunity 
to have this work done. 

R. E. Everly, formerly fieldman for this territory, 
dropped into the meeting just before it closed and treated 
all the breeders with his genial smile. “Rube” was fined 
$3.50 and costs by President Davis for being late. How- 
ever, the fine was not collected when Davis learned why 
he was late. 

The following officers were elected for 1930: President, 
R. T. Davis, Weiser; Vice President, George Haltom, 
Nampa; Secretary-Treasurer, G. F. Wohlgamuth, Nampa; 
Directors, A. H. Jagels of Buhl, F. W. Atkeson of Moscow, 
Chester Eggers of Meridian, Herman Weick of Notus and 
C. H. Lansenman of Victor. The following delegates were 
nominated for the Denver convention: R. T. Davis of 
Weiser, H. J. Wartchow of Idaho Falls and C: J. Mock 
of Downey. ; 

This year’s convention was probably one of the best 
held by the Idaho association. More than seventy-five 
breeders attended. The two-day meeting met with the 
approval of everyone and will without a doubt be con- 
tinued in 1931.

and advocated its continuance by the National Associa- 
tion. Announcement was made during the session of the 
establishment of the first herd improvement registry asso- 
ciation. This association operating entirely under herd 
improvement rules was formed by O. P. Cuff, county agent 
of Winnebago County and embraces 26 herds engaged in 
herd improvement test reporting to Supt. Norton at 
Delavan. 

Charles L. Hill, Commissioner of Agriculture for Wis- 
consin, presented Pabst Farms with the State’s second 
certificate of accreditation as abortion free. This herd 
tested for the third time by state officials was found en- 
tirely free from contagious abortion, and Mr. Hill in a 
happy speech presented Manager F. J. Southcott with the 
certificate. Mr. Hill announced that Wisconsin in the 
first week in February completed for the entire state 
the first test for tuberculosis eradication and became 
either the second or third state in the Union to become 
a modified accredited area. North Carolina was the first 
state with, of course, many less cattle and the race for 


second and third place was close between Michigan and 
Wisconsin. 


J. P. Riordan, chairman of the committee to make a 
study of the possibility of a series of bull sales within 
the state, submitted a very comprehensive report urging 
bull sales in various communities with the state and 
county organizations cooperating. The committee recom- 
mended inspection of offerings by representatives of the 
state organization and that the state and county organiza- 
tions work together in perfecting details respecting such 
a sale. These sales are to be for the purpose of intro- 
ducing better pure bred sires of the Holstein breed and 
are to take the place of bull trains as conducted in other 
states and a more general pure bred sire campaign as con- 
ducted in Minnesota and one or two other states. 
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A very interesting discussion on the value of county 
and state owned herds to the development of the industry 
within the state occurred after a resolution had been 
offered limiting somewhat the conditions under which 
state owned cattle could compete in state and county 
fairs. This resolution, which was passed after a discus- 
sion, provided that after 1930 sixty per cent of all the 
zattle shown by state institutions must be born the prop- 
erty of such institution; that any animals shown must be 
the exclusive property of the institution; and that a group 
shown in county fairs by an institution must be owned.-only 
by a single institution. These regulations, which were agreed 
upon by the heads of the state institutions, are for the 
purpose of removing any criticism that might arise re- 
specting the greater latitude that state institutions have 
respecting the selection of herds for exhibiting. The dis- 
cussion developed no opposition whatever on the part of 
Holstein breeders to the exhibition of state owned cattle 
for prize money. The great publicity that is obtained by 
an exhibit of state Holsteins through a circuit made by 
state institutions herds more than counter-balances in the 
minds of Holstein breeders in Wisconsin any competition 
that such herds furnish within the state. 

J. J. Hooper, Superintendent of the School for the 
Blind at Janesville, which institution has been the nucleus 
for the formation of the Wisconsin State Herds exhibited 
throughout a large circuit, explained the difficulty state 
institutions had in building up creditable herds. The meet- 
ing passed unanimously a resolution endorsing the work 
of state institution herds in advertising Holsteins through- 
out the land, and Glen Householder, farm supervisor, who 
has been in charge of this work, thanked the breeders for 
the very fair discussion and splendid endorsement which 
the meeting gave to this project. 


The election of directors resulted in the selection of 
S. H. Bird, Charles Van der Schaaf, Fred Southcott and 
A. C. Oosterhuis, as directors for three years. Later the 
directors met and reelected Mr. Van der Schaaf as presi- 
dent, Mr. Bird as vice president, John Wuethrich as treas- 
urer and Milton H. Button as secretary. 


The treasurer’s report which was read during the 
morning session showed receipts of approximately $7,800 
from the national transfer fee apportionment, $475 from 
state memberships and a small profit from the sale of 
White Nectar caps. The principal items of expense aside 
from the secretary’s salary, travel and office expense in- 
cluded $362.20, given as prizes, $231.75 spent for adver- 
tising, $557.74 for directors’ expense and $189.98 for an- 
nual and summer meeting expenses. The association op- 
erated without loss during the year. The receipts for 
membership amounting to $475 were spent as pledged 
previously in advertising and for various prizes given by 
the association. The treasurer’s books were audited by 
a committee headed by W. H. Krause, chairman, who an- 
nounced that the committee found the books in excellent 
shape. 


* * * 


Fully 300 guests sat down to a banquet held on Tuesday 
evening at the Park Hotel, Madison. Charles Van der 
Schaaf presided and introduced John O. Jones, Jr. as 
toastmaster. Mr. Jones introduced C. Y. Long, a director 
of the. association, who read some original poems of 
humorous nature. Jim Cavanaugh, a fiddler, who told 
stories, was very entertaining and music was also fur- 
nished by the Chelsea quartet of Taylor County. 

Frank Price of the World, spoke briefly upon the out- 
look for the Holstein industry in a national way, citing 
the growth of population and work of the various dairy 
council organizations as factors in increasing markets for 
dairy products. H. W. Norton, Jr., Supt. of Advanced Reg- 
istry, was introduced and spoke briefly upon the subject 
of testing, urging its importance upon the breeders of 
Wisconsin. Bmerson Ela, chairman of the Northern To- 
bacco Pool, and member of the Advisory Committee of the 
Federal Farm Board, spoke upon the general subject of 
agricultural relief. 


Dancing was enjoyed by the guests after the banquet 
program. 

It was announced after the board meeting, which fol- 
lowed the banquet, that River Falls, Wis., had been 
chosen as the site for the summer picnic to be held some- 
time in July. Invitations have previously been received 
from several communities and referred to the Board.

President’s Address—Canadian Annual Meet

In dealing with legislation, both Provincial and Fed- 
eral, your officers endeavored to keep constantly on the 
alert, and on several occasions found it expedient and 
necessary to bring matters of momentous importance to 
the attention of our Governments. We are hoping, as a 
result of efforts made and arguments advanced, that new 
dairy legislation of extreme benefit to our members will 
be introduced and ‘passed this year. Of course, there is 
much to be done yet, but the watchful eyes of those in our 
service charged with the responsibility of looking after 
such matters will guard and protect us as time passes. 

The research work being done by both Provincial and 
Federal Governments is to be commended, and coupled 
with our endorsation we would humbly pray that every- 
thing possible be done in this direction to assist the breed- 
ers of Canada to overcome the ravages of disease and to 
become more proficient in the growing of crops, the breed- 
ing and feeding of live stock, problems which ever remain 
with us and must, if we are to meet with the greatest 
measure of success, be eliminated to the extent that they 
shall not be regarded as a menace. 

Our exhibits of Holsteins at the Fairs and Exhibitions 
were probably larger and certainly much better than 
shown in 1928, this applying to both circuits and all 
Canada. The keen competition thus provided furnished 
valuable object lessons to our breeders in type and fitting, 
and we feel satisfied that the experience gained by both 
old and new exhibitors served to bring them into closer 
touch with present-day requirements. In this respect our 
live stock shows are a most useful medium of .contact. 

There happens to be one aspect of this whole agricul- 
tural situation, however, which I cannot refrain from deal- 
ing with at this time since it touches a vital part of the 
fabric. I refer to the enormous profits being made by 
some of the concerns handling the products of our soil 
and stable. Just recently, I had the privilege of reading 
a report relative to a financial survey which showed that 
a distributing milk concern in Toronto had made profits 
to the extent of 1616% over a ten-year period, while rank- 
ing second was a bread manufacturing company with a 
profit of over 1000% for the same length of time. Surely 
there is nothing wrong with the agricultural industry when 
it can carry such a heavy burden, but as to whether or not 
the profits were fairly distributed I leave it to you to 
decide. 

In conclusion, it is with feelings of deep regret, mingled 
with gratification, that we meet here today without our 
Secretary-Treasurer sitting in his accustomed place. As 
you are aware, Mr. Clemons was stricken late in the year 
with a serious illness, and for a considerable time his life 
was in grave danger. Today we rejoice in the fact that 
Providence has spared him to his family and this Asso- 
ciation, and our earnest prayer and petition is that he 
will soon be able to resume his duties. 

In the meantime, the office work is being well taken 
care of by the qualified staff he gathered around him, 
while to his able lieutenant, his son George, we are deeply 
indebted for carrying on so efficiently in his absence. I 
also feel that the painstaking efforts of our accountant, 
Mr. J. L. Pocock, merits recognition. Both of these young 
men are a distinct credit to our organization.

public sales had been held during the year under the 
auspices of the association, selling a total of 575 head 
of pure breds. The Ohio State sale in May led the state 
sales of the year and was sixth in the entire list of sales 
published by the World for 1929. In this sale 129 head 
sold for an average of $327.00. The second highest sale 
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was the Burtsfield dispersal where 51 head averaged $323. 

The report also announced 17 local clubs cooperating 
with the state organization and that the association had a 
membership of 622. The association operates under a 
fee basis with 3-year contract and minimum of $5.00. The 
price for pure bred females of milking age is fifty cents 
and twenty-five. cents for grades. The association ex- 
periences little difficulty in securing renewals because of 
its financial condition and the large amount of work it 
does for the breeders. 

An amendment to the by-laws was acted upon by the 
meeting, changing the time and place of the annual meet- 
ing so that, if deemed advisable, the Holstein interests 
could meet during Farmers’ Week at Columbus, in joint 
session with other breeds. The business meeting would 
be held separately as usual but if deemed advisable by 
the board joint meetings could be held for the purpose 
of hearing discussions upon subjects of interest to all 
breeds. It is possible that the board will work out some 
such arrangement although no definite plan has been 
agreed upon. 

The Association also passed a resolution against rais- 
ing the standard for butterfat as a basis upon which to 
purchase milk in Ohio. 

The election of officers resulted in the reelection of 
Clair I. Miller, president; Paul McNish, vice president; 
Dr. Benjamin Studer as secretary, and Dr. H. O. Fred- 
ericks as treasurer. The directors elected for three years 
include W. L. Biddle of Wauseon; Charles L.\Lyon of 
Middleton; N. W. Lee of New London, and John Bragg 
of Columbus. All elections were unanimous. 

James A. Reynolds of Cleveland, chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, explained the work the Board of Directors of 
the National Association had done in an effort to pop- 
ularize testing and make it cheaper for breeders. He led 
a very interesting discussion in which many of those pres- 
ent participated. 

Frank Price of the World, spoke briefly upon the out- 
look for the industry, particularly emphasizing the need 
of more efficient production in the face of present day com- 
petition for dairy production. He urged the herd test as 
a means of eliminating poor producers, citing the fact 
that 8 per cent of the certificates representing animals 
enrolled in herd test during the past year had been vol- 
untarily surrendered for cancellation. The discussion which 
followed Mr. Reynolds’ statements brought out much of 
interest regarding testing and the fact that it is generally 
considered by Ohio breeders that a more active testing 
program should play a large part in the development of 


their herds.

teresting demonstration of the value of pedigrees, pure 
bred and proven sires and also the construction of a bull 
pen and breeding chute. M. S. Prescott, of the World, 
discussed the general; Holstein outlook, presenting some 
figures on the population and consumption as well as 
dairy cattle population, having a bearing on the present 
situation and outlook. A pleasing feature of the evening 
was the presentation of one of the small model cows and 
honorary membership in the state organization to Harvey 
S. Day, of Willis, Michigan, the oldest active breeder in 
the state. Mr. Day has been*ea member of the National 
Association since 1897, and has been breeding pure bred 
Holsteins nearly 56 years. Mr. Day was present and 
described interestingly some of his earlier experiences 
with the breed. His conclusion, after 56 years with the 
breed, is that they are the best dairy cattle in the world, 
but he urged breeders to weed out the lower third of their 
herds in the interest of real breed progress. He con- 
cluded his remarks with an original poem, which was 
much appreciated. The famous Swartz Creek Band, of 
Michigan State College, concluded the program with a 
fine musical entertainment.

Four more two-year-old heifers on 
test in the same herd, which have not 
yet completed a year’s test, have 
shown an average production of 40 
lbs. butterfat per month for a total of 
19 months. 

M. L. Enright, another member of 
the Association, raised ten daughters 
sired by “Tidy”, that have made rec- 
ords, averaging 11,135 lbs. milk, con- 
taining 413.6 lbs. fat, at an average 
age under four years. An eleventh 
heifer, as a two-year-old, made 480 Ibs. 
butterfat. 

Other daughters with records bring 
the bull’s total to 23 offspring that 


have made high records, because of 
their sire’s prepotency for production. 
In addition, several daughters have 
not been tested; but would probably 
give a good account of themselves if 
given a chance. 

H. H. Hodson, Reynolds, N. D., look- 
ing for a proven sire, purchased Tidy 
Aaggie Ormsby last year although ten 
years old, to head a new foundation 
herd of ‘pure bred Holsteins, which 
made an average of 370 lbs. of butter- 
fat and paid handsome dividends on 
the investment, he says. 

Progressive dairymen recognize the 
value of Cow Testing Association in 
pointing out the breeding value of 
sires, such as, Tidy Aaggie Ormsby, 
whose high value would not have 
been proven without the help of rec- 
ords secured on his offspring, through 
the Greater Grand Forks Cow Testing 
Association, says Wm. R. Page, county 
agent.

Dairy Cow Is Basis 


Diversified farming, with the dairy 
cow as the foundation and mainstay, 
will always succeed in southern 
Idaho, in the opinion of Mr. and Mrs. 
Otto Weick, who came to _ Idaho 
from Nebraska in 1917 and whose 
farm is two miles from Notus. Their 
first Holsteins were purchased in 1920 
and, while they feel that they are 
yet only beginners in Holstein breed- 
ing, the results justify the assertion 
made in the first sentence. 

Their first purchase was two regis- 
tered Holstein cows. They now have 
six cows in milk and, with the excep- 


of Weick’s Success 


tion of one cow bought at the Aloys 
Schuler sale, all are daughters of 
these two cows, and each has an 
official record. 

One of the cows, Albilina Clyde, 
has a record of 16,744.8 pounds of 
milk and 607.95 pounds of butterfat, 
made at six years of age. Her daugh- 
ter, Albilina Clyde 2d, has a record of 
19,272.5 pounds of milk and 614.02 
pounds of fat. Another daughter, 
Ottowick Albilina Rag Apple, pro- 
duced 429.9 pounds of fat, begun while 
a 2-year-old. She showed a profit of 





$104.13. Shortly after completing the 
record she died. 
More High Records 

Another daughter, as a 4-year-old, 
produced 376 pounds of fat. Still an- 
other daughter, Ottowick Albilina 
Clyde, as a 3-year-old produced 378.4 
pounds of fat. She showed a profit of 
$79.45 and as a 4-year-old made a 
little less fat, but her profit was 
$93.70. 

The cow Mr. Weick bought from 
Mr. Schuler, Berl De Kol McKinley, 
has a record of 606.05 pounds of fat 
as a junior 3-year-old in 305 days, the 
state record in class. She is now in 
the Cow testing association and 
promises to increase the record. 

Mr. Weick has had hard luck on 
heifer calves. He has had only three 
heifers out of the old cow and few out 
of the others, and now has only three 
heifers under milking age. 

Herd Sire Is Showy 

For a herd sire Mr. Weick has Para- 
lone Sir Lyons Hengerveld, out of a 
dam with a record of 519 pounds of 
fat as a senior 2-year-old. He is 
quite a show bull and has sired a 
nice lot of calves of both sexes. None 
of them are yet in milk. 

For the last three years the Weicks 
have kept a flock of about 150 White 
Leghorns and they have always shown 
a good profit. 

Mr. Weick sells his cream and 
saves the skim milk to feed hogs. He 
started in hogs on a fairly large 
scale. Last year he turned off 75 
head, which gave a gross return of 
almost $600. The hogs always show 
a good profit, but it is the skim milk 
which makes this possible. He buys 
some wheat for the hogs and oc- 
casionally buys barley for both hogs 
and cows. 

Mr. Weick relates that he bought 
three pigs when they weighed 75 
pounds each. He fed the three of 
them only 428 pounds of grain prior 
to killing, the balance of the feed be- 
ing skim milk, and when they were 
turned off they averaged 225 pounds 
each.

MAN VERSUS MONKEY 


O. Hanson, general manager, Farm- 
ers’ Equity Cooperative Creamery, 
Orleans, Neb., says in Dairy Produce: 

According to Professor Darwin, it 
took nature about one million years 
to make a man out of a monkey. 

“The wise-cracker” says that a 
man can make a monkey out of him- 
self in just a few minutes. 

Sometimes we have half a notion 
to agree with “the wise-cracker,” es- 
pecially when we see a man that is 
trying to milk cows for a living de- 
liver a can of cream, cash his cream 
check and’ proceed to buy cocoanut 
butter for his family table. 

We grant that time and nature did 
wonders for most of the human race, 
but how about the man that is com- 
plaining about the low prices on 
dairy products, but still insists on 
feeding himself and entire family 
cocoanuts and peanuts, “the original 
diet of the money family a million 
years ago.” 

We wonder if this individual real- 
izes that nearly all this imitation 
butter, margarine and “what-not” is 
made chiefly from cheap vegetable 
oils produced from cocoanuts, soy- 
beans and peanuts; and that this 
kind of oil can be bought around 
10c per pound wholesale. 

We are writing this, because many 
farmers are asking us why the cream 
price went down at this time of the 
vear. 

The answer is simple enough. We 
have at the present time 30 million 
pounds more butter in cold storage 
than we had last year at this time. 

The best available statistics on 
substitute butter manufactured and 
sold last year show that the U. S. as 
a whole manufactured and sold just 
about 270 million pounds of imita- 
tion butter as compared with 300 
million pounds this year. 

You will please notice, friends of 
mine, that this foolish nation of ours, 
this great agricultural-dairy country, 
of which we are so proud, this year 
insisted on eating 30 million pounds 
more of this imitation butter than 
they did a year ago. 

Therefore, we have at the present 
time, a surplus of 30 million pounds 
of perfectly good creamery butter in 
cold storage that is going begging 
for a market and must of necessity 
be sold at a discount in order to get 
rid of it. 


I think if the ‘“wise-cracker” knew 
about these figures he would say: 
“Your monkey family is increasing 
too rapidly for the dairyman’s own 
good.”
